Horatio. 


Presumably they felt that the 
Minnesota Dem ocrat’s quest for 
the vice presidency would be 
handicappd by the second sec­ 
tion of his moniker. 
In my study of the returns, 
denee Humphrey's middle name 
cost bim any votes. 
Rather, a case could be made 
that the Democratic ticket was 
helped by the so-called **mid- 
!ash.‘ a term coined by Hum­ 
phrey 
to 
describe 
sympathy 
votes by others with uncorrrm >n 
middle names. 
At any rate, the election dem­ 
onstrated that an odd middle 
name is not necessarily a polit­ 
ical 
burden, 
except 
In 
five 
Southern states and Arizona 
According to a preelection 
survey that I conducted, around 
45 per cent of the male politic­ 
ians in this country use only an 
initial where the middle name 
would norm ally appear. 
In the light of what happened 
last Tuesday, they will surely 
now feel encouraged to reveal 
their middle names. Or at least, 
they will be less reluctant about 
it. And rightly so. 
After all, there is seldom 
anything shameful about mid­ 
dle names, and often they have 
tnuch to recommend them. For 
thing, middle names are 
very centrally located.

with the practice of law Roscoe 
pound, the eminent legal schol­ 
ar once said 
“Every Utopia has been de­ 
signed to dispense with law­ 
yers.” 
Yet. somehow, a b o l i t i o n 
doesn't take In France, only a 
few years after being ‘ abol­ 
ished?* lawyers were playing a 
key role in formulating the Code 
Napoleon — one of the mightiest 
social documents of a’l time 
Attorney ohn Hazard, an ct 
pert on Soviet affairs, has thus

up with new men to perform

Whv this persistence** Why is 
there a legal profession today 
In every civilized country on 
earth ** 
Gwwder the experience of die 
colonial Quaker; For TO \ears 
after they settled in Pennsylvan­ 
ia. there were almost no law 
vers at all in the community. 
W illiam Penn s laws were sup­ 
posed to be so simple thar any 
layman could understand them 
Points in dispute would be clear­ 
ed up with the help of friendly 
neighbors 
But if the law® vs ere simple. 
life was mg Complexities arose. 
too numerous to be foreseen by 
the wisest of men 
Disagree­ 
ments arose, too stubborn to 
yiekl to the arbitration of ama­ 
teurs. And when those disagree- 
meats touched vital Issues in the
